Trout Management Plan Brings 


Up Dam Removal Question Again

Removing two Grayling 
dams and the stump pond 
were among ideas brought 
up at the first annual Trout 
Management meeting to im- 
prove conditions in the 
AuSable River for trout. 

“It’s perplexing to me how 
a commmunity so concerned 
with sewage, habitat, and 
greenbelt zoning for the 
river, can show such little 
concern for managing water 
temperature,” said Gary 
Schnicke, DNR fisheries 
biologist from Mio. ‘‘Most 
people don’t understand the 
importance of water tem- 
perature.” 

Schnicke, who spoke at the 
trout management meeting 
along with DNR research 
biologist Gaylord Alexander, 
said water temperature was 
just as important as habitat 
and water quality for trout. 
Ideally for trout, water tem- 
peratures should not exceed 
70 degrees during hot sum- 
mer weather. Water reach- 
ing 70-75 degree tempera- 
tures during the summer can 
support a limited trout popu- 
lation. Trout usually leave 


an area where summer 
water temperatures reach 
above 75 degrees. 

Schnicke said the existing 
dams at Grayling and the 
stump pond have a profound 
effect on the mainstream. 
With summer temperatures 
soaring to 80 degrees and 
higher in the stump pond, 
mainstream river water 
isn’t cooling much until near 
Burton’s Landing where cold 
springs begin lowering tem- 
peratures. 

If just the stump pond was 
removed, Schnicke said, it 
would have a dramatic ef- 
fect on the entire stretch of 
river down to McMasters 
Bridge by lowering water 
temperature. Remove both 
dams, he said, and water 
temperatures would stay 
below 70 degrees from 
Pollack Bridge to Burton's 
-~- changing that stretch into 
good trout water. 

He said Crawford County 
had the first greenbelt 
zoning in the state, the City 
of Grayling built a sewage 
system to stop sending ef- 
fluent into the river, and a lot 
of attention has been given to 


maintaining natural vegeta- 
tion and improving trout 
habitat in the river. Yet, 
proposals to remove the two 
dams at Grayling (the down- 
town dam and Salling dam) 
met with a great deal of local 
diagreement. ; 

Schnicke pointed out that 
right now the AuSable River 
system is not a great trout 
river system. 

“Out of the 114 miles of 
river from Grayling to 
Oscoda, 45 miles are stand- 
ing water impoundments 
created by six dams from 
Mio to Oscoda. And most of 
the tributaries of the 
AuSable system originate in 
lakes.” 

Schnicke explained the 
impoundments usuaily have 
high water temperatures 
and the lakes also tend to 
warm the upper portions of 
the tributaries. 

‘“Burton’s to Wakeley 
Bridge is actually the life- 
blood of the system,” he 
said, “Cold groundwater 
there nearly doubles the 
volume of the river and the 
low temperatures carry all

ter was given as in-kind ser- 
vices to help other agencies 
match grant money or give 
them space for beneficial 
programs. She said for years 
she has worked hand-in-hand 
with HUD — she’s served on 
panels for them, spoke at 
programs — and HUD knew 
about all the Grayling pro- 
grams. She said a recent 
switch in personnel at HUD 


changed things. 
Jones said Gould is so 
knowledgeable about 


housing projects that she 
should know HUD must ap- 
prove use of the project by 
other groups. Ron Wooster, 
HUD Housing Management 
Officer, also said everyone 
knows it isn’t right to use 
federal dollars to match 
federal grants referring to 
housing project space given 
as in-kind services to match 
grant money. 

Miles, HUD 
ficer, said Gould serving as 
both director of the housing 
project and commission on 
aging co-mingled the opera- 
tions improperly. Miles said 
space intended as extended 
living space for persons 
using rental units was 
monopolized for other pro- 
grams. She said first use of 
the space belongs to rental 


residents and programs 
benefitting them are fine, 
but they can’t be excluded 
from the area. Jones said the 
Grayling project has more 
extended living space than 
any other of the 78 projects 
they supervise in Michigan. 

Miles also said documents 
indicate at one time Gould 
was being paid salaries from 
four different agencies, the 
Grayling Housing Com- 
mission, the Commission on 
Aging, the Northeast Michi- 
gan Community Service 
Agéncy, and the Department 
of Social Services, and each 
agency considered Gould a 
fulltime worker. 


Gould said she was listed 
as supervisor for NEMCSA 
and DSS but she was never 
paid for the positions. She 
said she worked as many 
hours as it took to do the job 
as director of both the 


and 
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commission on aging and 
both commissions knew she 
held the two positions. She 
said she started the housing 
commission job 19 years ago‘ 
at $250 a month. The com- 
mission on aging position 
started out small 15 years 
ago and has grown, she said. 
Her salary for the housing 
commission job last year 


was $13,900, according to 
HUD officials, and her 
commission on aging salary 
is $17,300. ; 

Harrison Goodhue, board 
member of the Commission 
on Aging, said both com- 
missions have always known 
Gould held both positions. He 
the arrangement has 
worked out well for years but 
now federal officials ap- 
parently feel it is no longer 
satisfactory. 

“She’s worked her heart 
out to bring more joy and 
happiness to seniors,” he 
said. 

“What it comes down to,” 
said Gould, ‘‘is, who do you 
serve? The people or red 
tape and regulations?”’ 
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HUD is currently conduct- 
ing an audit at the housing 
project, which has 88 total 
units including 19 family. 
units. Some Signs 
designating the project as a 
senior citizen center are 
being taken down. The 
project is actually a low- 
income housing project. 

The Grayling Housing 
Commission is writing a job 
description for director of 
the project and will be ad- 
vertising for a director soon. 
Greta Chapp is serving as in- 
terim director. 


Col. Gwilt Heads Group 
Studying Incineration

Camp Grayling Comman- 
der Colonel Ivan Gwilt has 
offered to head a group of 
area county commissioners 


studying the possibility of 


building an incinerator to 
burn garbage. 

Gwilt stepped forward at a 
Northern Michigan Associa- 
tion of Counties meeting 
April 16 when talk about a 
regional incinerator was 
becoming stalled due to lack 
of leadership. 

Although an incinerator at 
Camp Grayling is a low 
priority in the camp’s long- 
range $50 million plans, 
Gwilt said he offered to lead 
the group of commissioners 
because the military wants 
to show they are an in- 
terested part of the com- 
munity willing to lend sup- 
port to community projects. 

An incinerator is a low 
priority at the camp because 


the military could only use it 


three months of the year 
during heavy troop use in 
summer when 25-50 tons of 
garbage are produced a day. 

Gwilt said although a lot of 


people are under the im-- 


pression the camp is going 
year-round, in his estimation 
the only time it will be full- 
time is if it is mobilized. 
Full-time use will probably 
be limited to one thousand to 
a couple of thousand troops 
at the most in the winter, he 
said. 

The camp does have a 
possible site in long-range 
plans for an _ incinerator 
located a couple of miles 
southwest of the main camp. 

Gwilt will meet with one 
representative from  ap- 


proximately 30 northern 
counties on May 24 at 10a.m. 
at Camp Grayling.

Fred Clinton, supervisor of 
the DNR resource recovery 
unit, said the first step for 
area counties would he to 
look at Camp Grayling’s 
needs for the next five to ten 
years and go from there. An 
incinerator has to be a year- 
round operation so enough 
counties would have to be 
included in the group to sup- 
ply sufficient garbage to 
burn in the fall to spring 
when the camp’s garbage 
production is down. Clinton 
also said another buyer of 
energy produced at the in- 
cinerator would have to be 
found to supplement the 
camp’s demand. 


Crawford County Commis- 
sioner Jeannette Kitchen 
said Crawford is applying 
for a grant from NEMCOG 
(North East Michigan Coun- 
cil of Governments) to fund 
a feasibility study for an in- 
cinerator. 

Robert Wagner, _ en- 
vironmental programs 
manager from NEMCOG, 
said the federal government 
is willing to share the costs 
of an incinerator with a 
community but federal 
ownership is not en- 
couraged. He said an in- 
cinerator should be owned 
by a private company or 
local government.

Elimination of 268 forms from the 
state Departments of Commerce, 
Labor and Natural Resources was 
recommended to Governor James 
Blanchard by a special business 
paperwork reduction consultant 
team. 

Blanchard said elimination of the 
forms is already underway, with the 
Commerce Department expected to 
complete elimination of its recom- 
mended forms by the end of April 
with the other two departments ex- 
pected to complete elimination of 
their targeted forms by 1985. 

Neither Blanchard nor members 
of the consulting team could 
estimate how much the move would 
save the state financially, though 
one member said savings should. be 
“considerable” as printing, storage 
and handling of the forms will no 
longer be necessary. 

In addition, Blanchard said elim- 
ination of these forms will do away 
with the necessity of businesses 
completing and submitting some 
98,500 pages of forms annually and 
estimated that would save 16,000 
hours Gf paperwork chores. 

The action eliminating the forms 
was praised by several business 
representatives, including Roger 
Haynes of the National Federation 
of Independent Business, who said 
the action would improve Michi- 
gan’s image as a state to do business 
in, 

The forms selected for elimination 
‘were chosen from approximately 
1,000 forms reviewed — nearly one- 
third of all business related state 
forms — by the team which consist- 
ed of representatives from various 
state departments.

The team looked for forms that 
were duplicative, non-essential, 
required by outdated statutes or not 
required by statutes or rules. 

Of the forms slated for elimina- 
tion, 231 were in the Commerce 
Department and include such items 
as notices of intent to establish con- 
dominium projects, certificates of 
corporate dissolution, applications 
for mobile home park licenses, ap- 
plications for permission to organize 
banks or branch banks and applica- 
tions for different hours for bowling 
lane liquor service. 

_Another 47 forms will be 
eliminated in the Department of 
Natural Resources, such as license 
applications for game fish breeders, 
shooting preserves, game breeders 
and wholesale fish dealers which 
could be consolidated into one form. 
In the Labor Department, eight 


forms would be eliminated or com- 


bined, such as the employer’s basic 
report of injury and a supplemental 
report on fatalinjury. © 

Janet Norris Cox, forms design 
coordinator for the Department of 
Treasury, said the team met with 
some resistance from state bureau- 
crats when they first approached the 
departments and divisions on forms 
reductions, but were eventually able 
to win cooperation. 

In addition, Blanchard said the 
team has developed and issued a 
computerized catalog of state forms, 
believed to be the first such catalog 
in the nation. 

The catalog, developed with the 
help of the Independent Business 
Research Office of Michigan, will 
help trace duplication of forms 
across state departments.

He is 8 years old 
and today in excellent 
health, but he was born with 
a hole in an interior wall of 
his heart for which he under- 
went open heart surgery in 
June of 1981 which was not 
totally successful. In August 
he suffered a cardiac arrest 
and was saved by a Red 
Cross trained CPA person, 
following which he was 
again operated on to repair 
the hole in his heart. It was 
again unsuccessful and a 
couple of weeks later he suf- 
fered another cardiac arrest 
in his Doctors office and 
again was revived by a Red 
Cross-trained person in 

He was then flown by air 
ambulance to Mayo Clinic in 
Rochester, Minnesota, 
where he underwent his 
third open heart surgery in 
four months. This time the 
repair was successful and he 
has been returned to a happy 
normal healthy life. 

It is estimated that over 50 
pints of blood was utilized in 
the three open heart 
surgeries - more than four 
times the total supply of a 
normal human body. 
Without our life saving blood 
services this young man 
would not be with us today.

Each summer I receive 
several inquiries about how 
to grow wildflowers. First I 
would like to emphasize that 
there are a number of wild- 
flowers which are protected 
by State law so do not just 
run out with your shovel to 
start digging. For example, 
the wild orchids and Trailing 
Arbutus are among those 
protected flowers. ne 
a wildflower garden is 
demanding pastime re 
requires continuing special 
soil preparation and care. If 
you aré determined to try it, 
keep foremost in your plans 
the following points. Add 
humus to your soil. The top 
six inches or so should be 
half humus for most wild- 
flowers. If your soil contains 
earthworms, it will be 
necessary to add humus 
every year. For most wild- 
flowers, light shade is 
needed along with sufficient 
moisture, but not flooding. 
Most species prefer neutral 
or very slightly acid soil. 
Remember, do not plant too 
deep. Wildflowers and ferns 
do not grow that way in 
nature’s garden. Most bulbs 
and seeds will do best right 
at the surface or only just 
peiow it. tor winter protec- 
tion, the flowers must be 
mulched with two or three 
inches of leaves or like 
material. Also remember to 
remove part of the mulch in 
the spring. If you keep these 
points in mind, you should be 
able to grow most wild- 
flowers. To be legal, do not 
remove any plants from 
public or private land with- 
out expressed permission.

The Crawford AuSable 
School District Report

Grayling’s sixty-eight year old middle school is the 
home of a seven month old infant: the language arts 
curriculum. Lovingly created by dedicated English 
teachers, the language arts curriculum is designed to 
improve middle school student’s reading, writing, and 
communication skills. As one of this infant’s creators 
and “parents”? who helped it with its first steps, I 
believe it has taken longer, stronger strides than we 


ever expected. 


The program’s backbone is the board -adopted ob- 
jectives for each grade level. These objectives build 
from the sixth to the eighth grade. This frees the sixth 
grade teacher to concentrate on sixth grade skills 
knowing what will be taught in seventh grade. It allows 
an eighth grade teacher to assign a composition know- 
ing seventh grade objectives include composition fun- 
damentals. It enables a ninth grade teacher to assume 
eighth graders have learned library, research, and 
composition skills because they are part of the curricu- 
lum. This curriculum also keeps the middle school 
principal aware of what his language arts staff is 


teaching. 


The muscle in the language arts program is the 
materials the language arts committee selected and 
the school board approved and funded. The literature, 
grammar, spelling and reading texts are high interest, 
geared to middle school learning levels, and an ex- 
citing new addition to an old environment. These texts 
combine reading, writing, thinking, speaking and 
listening skills to unite the entire range of language ar- 


ts learning. 


New steps invariably contain a few stumbles and 
trips. In May, the language arts committee will 
evaluate the program’s first year, revise where needed 
and strengthen weakness. But, all totalled, our new 


child is thriving!

Confusion 
Over Cancer 
Fund Ralsing 


The American Cancer 
Society has advised the 
public that it is not and never 
has been in any way connect- 
ed with the Washington D.C. 
fund-raising organization 
that calls itself the American 
Institute for Cancer Resear- 
ch. There has been much 
confusion as that group has 
been sending cut very large 
mailings lately which coin- 
cide with the April kickoff of 
the American Cancer 
Society’s annual educational 
and fund-raising Cancer 
Crusade. This Crusade is 
held in May in Crawford 
County. 


In 1983 this ‘institute’ 


- mailed out more than 10 


million questionnaires pre- 
pared as a “public service’’ 
including an appeal for funds 
for further research. It did 
not mention that the ‘in- 
stitute’ was created in 1982, 
not by medical experts, but 
by two professional fund- 
raisers. Nor did it mention 
that nearly 75% of the first 
$1.2 million raised would be 
used for more appeals. To 
date the ‘institute’ has not 
reported the results of the 
questionnaire which is 
thought to be of little if any 
scientific value. 

The American Cancer 
Society spends less than 20% 
on fund raising and meets all 
the standards of the National 
Charities Information 
Bureau and the Council of 
Better Business Bureaus. It 
has played a key role in the 
Ligut Agay Calicer fv tie 
past 70 years.
